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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Dominic M. Kotab on December 8, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claim 1 , at line 1 2, after the term 
"substrate", the phrase -, wherein removal of the exposed portion of the barrier layer 
does not create undercuts under the photoresist- has been inserted. 

Claim 9 has been replaced with the following, 

-- A method for plating, 

comprising, 

coating a substrate with a barrier layer, wherein the barrier layer comprises an 
adhesive composition comprising a polyphenolic polymer, said 
polyphenolic polymer comprising repeating monomeric units having the 
formula: 



"XX" 
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wherein each of Ri, R2, R3, R4, and R 5 are each individually a hydroxy group, 

hydrogen, or an azo dye moiety; 
coating the barrier layer with a top layer comprising a photoresist; 
imagewise exposing the top layer to radiation; 

removing a portion of the top layer for exposing a portion of the barrier layer; 
removing the exposed portion of the barrier layer for exposing a portion of the 
substrate; and 

plating a material on the exposed portion of the substrate, 
wherein the exposed portion of the top layer is removed using a developer, 
wherein the developer does not remove the exposed portion of the barrier layers- 
Claim 12 has been cancelled. 
Claims 29-36 have been cancelled. 

The preceding amendments were made to make the claims allowable. See BPAI 
decision made on September 10, 2008.

Patent No. 5,017,271 (Whewell et al), U. S. Patent No. 6,866,987 (Lee), and U. S. 
Patent No. 6,218,056 (Pinarbasi etal)). See Applicant's arguments, filed July 17, 2006, 
on page 12, paragraph no. 3.
